be 28,952, according to a dispatch re- 
cei-^td from Washington. 


The method of computing census 


rest on the assumption that the in- 
crease each jear since the enumera- 
tion is equal to the annual incrase 
from 1900 to 1910. 


Under the bureau's rule the popula- 


tion of various nearby cities on July 
1 next will bo as follows: Bellaire, 14.- 
I'Jl: 
Cambridge, 12,592; Coshocton, 


11,252; Marietta, 12,923: 
Martins 


Ferry, 9,807; Zanesville 30,406. 


By the same method of computa- 


tion the population of the state of 
Ohio on July l next, will be 5,071,- 
906. 
The population of the 
state 


was 4,7G7,121 in 1910, an increase 
of 609,576 over the census of 1900. 


Since the 1910 census the growth 


cf Newark has been 3,340, 
while 


that of Zanesville was only 13SO. 


This comparison is not meant to 


be invidious, but shows an 
actual 


condition existing, 
which can 
be 


taken as a matter of congratulation 
by Newark's citizens. By this, how- 
ever, is not meant self-complacency, 
which is the foe of progress,

COUNCIL VACATES 


ALLEY FOR MARKET 


COMPANY BUILDING 


Townships and villages in Lick- 


ing county which desire to nominate 
officers for township or village offi- 
cers, at the regular primary August 
10, must file with the deputy state 
supervisor of elections, at least 90 
days before that date a petition ask- 
ing for such election. 
It is probable that Newark, Gran- 


ville, Monroe and Washington town- 
ships and the villages in the three 
latter townships will be the .only 
subdivisions in the -county to take 
advantage of the provisions of the 
statute. 


The section governing this is as 


follows: 
"Section 4951 — The provisions of 


this chapter shall not extend or be 
applicable to the nomination of can- 
didates for township offices or for 
the elective offices of any munici- 
pality which has less than 2000 pop- 
ulation as ascertained by the federal 
census next preceding such nomina- 
tion. unless the voters of such town- 
ships or municipalities, shall so pe- 
tition the deputy slate supervisors of 
demons which petition shall Ijc fiied 
at least 90 days Before the regular 
date for holding the primary to nom- 
inate the officers mentioned in this 
swtion and shall 3?c signed hy the 
qualified electors of such township 
or municipality eqwal in number at 
least a majority of, the votes cast in 
such township or municipality at the 
iast general election jhcrein. In the 
event such petition 5s filed then all 
nominations for liarty candidates in 
snch township or municipality shall 
be made as in this chapter provid- 
ed." 


At an adjourned meeting of the city 


council an ordinance vacating a part 
of the alley between Second and Third- 
streets, running south from the public 
square, was passed on suspension of 
rules. This action was taken to per- 
mit the construction of the new Peo- 
ples Market company's building, which 
will cover the entire canal tract be- 
tween Second and Third streets, with 
a front on eacK»street. 


A number of other matters came up 


for discussion. An ordinance father- 
ed by Messrs. Payne, Rexroth and 
Adams, authorizing the mayor and au- 
ditor to borrow $18,000 to pay for im- 
provements on Charles, Jackson, Clar- 
endon and North Eleventh streets, 
pending the collection of special as- 
sessments, was passed under suspen- 
sion of rules. 
A resolution directing the service 


department to construct sidewalks on 
certain streets was adopted and or- 
dering the service director to notify 
property-owners to construct-- side- 
walks, was adopted. 


No action was taken on the resolu- 


tion instructing the city solicitor to 
start suit against the telephone com- 
pany in relation to the recent change 
of method in collecting rentals for in- 
struments. Solicitor Norpell stated 
that he had not had time to go into 
the matter thoroughly, but that he 
doubled if counoM had the authority to 
dictate to the company in the matter 
of rates. He said that '-e would hav<: 
a more definite statement to make at 
the next regular meeting of council.
